3. The members of the interim Council 
of the municipality are H. W. Clarke, 
R. C. Armstrong, R. T. Cantlon, J. K. 
Hodson, and J. A. Porter. 

4. The term of office of each member 
of the interim Council shall extend from 
the date of these Letters Patent until the 
first elected Council takes office following 
the first election, but if in the meantime 
any vacancy in the interim Council oc- 
curs, the Minister of Municipal Affairs 
may appoint some other person to hold 
office for the unexpired portion of such 
term of office. 

5. The interim Council shall elect a 
Mayor from among its members. 

6. A quorum of the interim Council 
shall be three members. 

7. Subject to these Letters Patent, the 
interim Council shall have all the powers 


and duties of Council under the Municipal 
Act and other applicable Acts. 

8. The election of the members of the 
first elected Council of the municipality 
shall be conducted in the year 1971 at the 
time and in the manner provided for an- 
nual elections by the Municipal Act, and 
except as otherwise herein provided, the 
provisions of the Municipal Act apply to 
the election of the members of the first 
elected Council. 

9. For the election of the members of 
the first elected Council, provision shall 
be made for 

(a) the election of a Mayor to hold 
office on and from the day of the 
first meeting of the first elected 
Council until noon on the first 
Monday after the first day of Janu- 
ary 1974, or until his successor is 
sworn in; 
the election of two Aldermen who 
shall be the candidates polling the 
two highest number of votes, each 
to hold office on and from the day 
of the first meeting of the first 
elected Council until noon of the 
first Monday after the first day of 
January 1974, or until a sufficient 
number of members of Council 
have been sworn in to make up a 
quorum; 
the election of two Aldermen who 
shall be the candidates polling the 
two next highest number of votes, 
each to hold office on and from 
the day of the first meeting of the 
first elected Council until noon of 
the first Monday after the first day 
of January 1973, or until a suf- 
ficient number of members of 
Council have been sworn in to 
make up a quorum; 
in the event no poll is required to 
elect the Aldermen, the Returning 
Officer shall determine which can- 
didates shall hold office for the 
term specified in clause (b) and 
which candidates shall hold office 
for the term specified in clause (c) 
of this paragraph. 

10. The persons qualified to vote at 
the first election and to have their names 
entered on the list of electors of the mu- 
nicipality shall be those who are qualified 
under Part II of the Municipal Act. 

11. The interim Council shall cause 
to be prepared, corrected, revised, and 
certified in accordance with the Municipal 
Act the list of electors to be used at the 
election of members of the first elected 
Council, and shall make provision for the 
inclusion therein of the names of resident- 
electors and tenant-electors; provided, 
however, the date of eligible residency 
therefor shall be the thirty-first day of 
October 1971. 

12. Subject to sections 50 and 51 of the 
Municipal Act, any elector, other than a 
corporation, whose name appears as an 
elector on the list of electors referred to 
in paragraph 11 of these Letters Patent is 
qualified to be nominated, elected, and to 
hold office as a member of the first elected 
Council. 

13. The Clerk of the municipality shall 
be the Returning Officer at the first elec- 
tion of members of the first elected Coun- 
cil. 

14, The interim Council shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are 
required to preside at the respective poll- 
ing places, or delegate to the Returning 
Officer the powers to appoint such Deputy 
Returning Officers, and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the first election. 

15. Nominations for members of the 
first elected Council shall be held at the

offices of the municipality on the 29th day 
of November 1971, from ten o’clock in 
the forenoon until twelve o’clock noon. 

16. The polling, if any, at the first elec- 
tion, shall be held at the offices of the mu- 
nicipality on the 11th day of December 
1971, from eight o’clock in the forenoon 
until eight o’clock in the afternoon. 

17. The first meeting of the interim 
Council shall be held on the 10th day of 
May 1971, at Fort Nelson and the first 
meeting of the first elected Council shall 
be held in the afternoon of the first Mon- 
day after the first day of January 1972. 

18. The sum of money which may be 
borrowed to meet the current lawful ex- 

enditure of the municipality in the years 
1971 and 1972 shall be as determined by 
the Inspector of Municipalities. 

19. Subsection (2) of section 249 of 
the Municipal Act does not apply to the 
municipality until the first day of January 
1973, and until that date the aggregate 
debt, other than debts for temporary cur- 
rent borrowing, shall be as determined by 
the Inspector of Municipalities. 

20. There shall be paid from the Con- 
solidated Revenue Fund to the munici- 
pality an amount equal to the taxes levied 
under Part II of the Taxation Act for the 
year 1971 upon the real property within 
the municipality. 

21. Any exception from statutory pro- 
visions pursuant to subsection (2) of sec- 
tion 12 of the Municipal Act contained 
in these Letters Patent may be restricted, 
modified, or annulled by the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council. 


22. The provisions of any zoning, sub- 
division, and building regulation by-laws 
amended to date hereof of Peace River- 
Liard Regional District shall remain in 
force and effect as if they were a by- 
law adopted by the municipality until 
amended or repealed by by-law.

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses-

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three Lundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
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the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the
